eri and officers a« prifoners of war, who were 
cxchangedt and haid every priviUge ufually 
granted to brave men talceij in combat. 


Sir Sidney Sft.ith* was likcwif¿ in the 
T<?mp!e. 
He w»s fortunate enoijgh to ef- 
e»p'’, but, had he lived to the reign of 
Bonaparte, he would have (liared the tate of 
hit brave countryman, Wright ; becaufe 
lie wonld have dil^played the fune ir.fl* xi- 
bility of principle, tlic f*ine attachment to 
biicnuntry. 


The French governrtient conceived, that 
Captain Wright Was in the fecret* of his 
government, and determined, that if he re- 
fuf(éd to become a traitor, he fliould perilh 
à viftirn.^Dcfmarets, Fouchc’s private fe- 
cretary, ordered him to a final private in­ 
ter ro|Cfatory, in which he offered him a large 
fuin of money, and the rank of Admiral in 
the French fervice, if he would divulge what 
he knew of the pUns of his government, 
and of id correfpondence with the dif^ffc^tf’d 
in Francff. 
This fpirited rfficer replied with 
indignation to thefe propofdls ; but, as they 
Were frc»j!iently repfatrd, with new aJlure- 
ments, be concluded with remaining lilent.
